their training aside from feel- 
ings of patriotism, and 88 per 
cent. favored universal military 
training as a national policy. 
A substantial majority agreed 
that existing relationship be- 
tween officers and men was 
necessary, and disapproved so- 
cial mixing of the rank and file. 

The largest number of sug- 
gestions as to improvements in 
the service received had to do 
with better fitting uniforms or 
changes In mess. arrangements. 

There were more than 12,000 
men in the Twelfth Division at 
the time of the inquiry, repre- 
senting forty-seven States.

RED LOSSES HEAVY. 

American officers woh returned 
today from the Vaga front declared 
that the Bolsheviki sustained ex- 
ceedingly heavy losses last week. 
They related one particular instance 
of such losses to the correspondent, 
It occurred after the enemy had 
razed with artillery fire nearly all 
the blockhousesg in Vistavka. 

All the defensive troops withdrew 
with the exception of a squad of 
Americans who lay concealed in a 
partly destroyed blockhouse with 
machine guns. The enemy scouts 
advanced and were permitted to cut 
the barbed wire entanglement. On 
doing this, they shouted back to 
their comrades that the village had 
been abandoned. 

When the first column of the Bol- 
sheviki walked unsuspectingly up to 
the entanglements, the Americans 
inside the blockhouse turned their 
machine guns loose and mowed 
down the entire enemy party, After 
this the defenstve forces went back} 
into Vistavka. 

Of the total of thirty-six Amer!- 
cans listed as missing since the be- 
ginning of hostilities on this front 
it has been reported that ten are 
prisoners in the Bolshevik hospital 
at Velsk. This information was 
given an American Red Cross field 
worker who questioned Bolshevik 
deserters on the Vaga front. 

LETTISH ARMY ADVANCES.

Patria Brings 2110 Troops; 
82nd Coming Soon.

NEW YORK, March 17.—With 
2110 troops, the steamship Patria 
arrived here today from Marseilles. 
Unites included the 304th brigade 
tank corps complete, 65 officers and 
1456 men, for distribution among 13 
camps throughout the country; and 
casual company 1905 of Texas and 
1914 of South Dakota. 
The 804th brigade tank corps 
came home in command of Col.

The first American officer to lead 
tank battalion, Colonel Patton 
took his machines into action in the 
Argonne last September and on the 
first day of the drive he was 
wounded by a rifle bullet in the leg. 
Three tanks had become imbedded 
in a shell hole and Colonel Patton, 
taking seven infantry men with him, 
chained the machines together, ex- 
tricated them and attacked a ma- 
chine gun nest, receiving his wound 
when within thirty yards of the en- 
emy. At the time he was piloting 
142 American tanks and 25 French 
tanks through the fog. 
TWENTY-TWO ATTACKS. 
In this drive, the arrivals here 
said, twenty-two attacks were made 
and seventeen tanks were destroyed 
of- 
ficers and men being respectively 
forty-two and thirty-five per cent. 
Colonel Patton received the Distin- 
guished Service Cross. 
Earlier in the month his tanks 
attacked at St. Mihiel, six of 192 
machines being destroyed. 
Twenty-one men of the 804th re- 
ceived the Distinguished Service 
Cross and two won the Medal of 
Honor. One of the D. 8. C. recip- 
jents was Private Joseph Angelo, of 
1Camden, N. J., who, when Colonel 
Patton was wounded, stayed by his 
commander under heavy fire and 
dragged him into a shell hole. 
DISOBEDIENCE WINS. 
Major S. FE. Brett, of Portland, 
Or., another D. 8. C. winner, earned 
this honor through disobedience of 
orders in not restraining the tanks’ 
advance; tnstead they chased snipers 
from a church tower and captured 
a town. 
Colonel Patton said regarding the 
tanks:

BREWERS PLAN 
BEER BAN DEFY. 


To Resume at Once Sale of 
2 3-4 Per Cent. Product. 


Counsel Advises Revenue Rule 
Without Authority. 


Urged to Bring Suit if Inter- 
ference is Made. 


[BY A, P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, March 17.—The 
Lager Beer Brewers’ Board of Trade 
of New York, representing forty- 
two brewing concerns in New York 
and New Jersef, announced today 
that on advice of counsel its mem- 
bers would resume at once sale of 
beer containing 23-4 per cent. al- 
coholic content. This was forhid- 
den by a ruling of the Internal Rev- 
enue Department which interpreted 
President Wliison’s proclamation ef- 
fective December 1 last. 

Upon a representation by the 
board to Elihu Root and William D. 
Guthrie, counsel for the organiza- 
tion, that beer of the alcoholic 
strength specified was not intoxi- 
cating. the attorneys advised the or- 
ganization today that sale of the 
2 8-4 per cent. product would not be 
contrary to law. | 2 

The opinion held that the In- 
ternal Revenue Department had act- 
ed without authority in decreeing 
that sale of beer containing more 
than one-half of 1 per cent. alcohol 
was con to the President's 
proclamation forbidding the use of 
foodatuffs in brewed products except 
those which were non-intoxicating. 


UNDER REVENUE RULE. 


_ .The brewers’ action, anticipating 
enforcement May 1 next of the regu- 
lation limiting use of cereals to 
“non-intoxicants,” containing one- 
half of 1 per cent. of alcohol, was 
taken under the internal revenue 
rule permitting until that date 
manufacture of 2%-4 per cent. beer 
by requiring that the produce be de- 
alcoholized to one-haif of 1 per 
cent. before being shipped for sale 
from the breweries. As the brewers 
have been making a 2 38-4 per cent. 
brew since January 30, when the 
President issued a proclamation per- 
mitting the production of “near- 
beer,”’ no change th manufacturing 
methods will be necessary, it was 
stated, to carry out the plan decided 
upon. 

Assuming that 
“may summarily atte 
to enforce” the Revénue Depart- 
ment’s interpretation, Messrs. Root 
and Guthrie advised the brewers, in 
this event, that suit in equity be 
brought “to enjoin any wrongful in- 
tent to interfere with your business 
or arrest of your employees.”’ 

Announcement of the brewers’ in- 
tention to ignore the government 
definition of nonintoxicants was 
made following unanimous adoption 
by their board of trade of a resolu- 
tion advocating legal ection to test 
validity of the Presidential procla- 
mations and internal revenue rulings

The board also recommended its 
members proceed according to the 
Root-Guthrie opinion, and that in 
case of proceedings or threatened 
pr s against any of them by 
the Co issioner of Internal Reve- 
nue, the defendants at once com- 
municate with the board “so there 
may be harmony and consistency in 
the conduct of legal proceedings to 
protect the rights of the brewers.” 

The opinion was addre to 
Christian W. Felgenspan of Néwark, 
president of the United States Brew- 
ers’ Association, with which the New 
York board is associated. 

Messrs. Root and Guthrie based 
their opinion, it was stated. upon an 
assuranee by their clients that “malt 
liquors which contain not to exceed 
2.76 per cent. of alcohol by weight, 
or 3.3 per cent. by volume, are not 
intoxicating, “and that this could be 
“established by the evidence of ex- 
perts and other competent wit- 
nesses.” » 

The lawyers declared “there is no 
provision in the acts of Congress 
which authorizes any executive of- 
ficer of the government to determine 
what malt liquors are in fact intoxi- 
cating, or to prescribe any fixed test 
or standard for determining when 
malt beverages shall be deemed in- 
toxicating.” They added “the opin- 
ion that the proclamations of the 
President, dated January 30 and 


|March 4, 1919, authorize the use of 


grain and other food products in 

production of malt liquors which are 

not in fact intoxicating, and that the 

act of November 21, 1918 (contain- 

ing the wartime prohibition clause, ) 

does not apply to nonintoxicating 


CONCLUSION REACHED. 
“The conclusion we have reached,

It 
seems to us reasonable to assume 
that, if such a suit were pending, the 
government would not proceed sum- 
marily by way of seizure or arrest, 
but would co-operate to bring about 
a speedy determination by the courts 
of the grave question involved.” 

In pre-war days, according to of- 
ficers of the brewers’ board of trade, 
beer contained, on the average, 3% 
per cent. alcoholic content. The 24% 
per cent. standard was established 
under the food conservation law of 
1917 by President Wilson, who de- 
creed that after January 1, 1919, no 
malt liquor, except ale and porter, 
should be manufactured’ with a 
greater percentage of alcohol,

On the face of the situation it was 
said unofficially by some bureau 
Officers that the brewer's action 
would constitute direct violation of 
a bureau ruling tssued February 6, 
after announcement of the lifting 
of the President's ban on manu- 
facture of near-beer, but before itt 
had actually gone into effect. It 
follows: 

“At any time the President's 
proclamation of September 16, 1918, 
becomes inoperative as to near-beer, 
brewers may resume the manufac- 
ture there of prior to May 1, 1919, 
where the alcoholic content during 
the process:of manufacture exceeds 
one-half of 1 per cent. by volume, 
but does not exceed 2% per cent. 
by weight, on the brewers’ promises, 
provided the alcoholic content at the 
time of removal for sale and con- 
sumption does not exceed the limit of 
less than one-half of 1 per cet. of 
alcoho] by volume. 

“Within the intent of the act of 
November 21, 1918, prohibiting -ran- 
ufacture of beer after May 1. 1919, 
and its sale after June 20, a beverage 
containing one-half of 1 per cent. 
or more of alcohol by volume will 
be regarded as intoxicating.” 

The provision requiring dealcvhol- 
ization of beer, it was pointed out, 
Was not istated positively in the 
ruling, but was a condition of the 
permissive clause. 

Edgar Rickard, acting Food Ad- 
ministrator, said, tonight the Food 
Administration no longer was inter- 
ested in the question of brewing from 
a food standpoint and that the al- 
coholic content of beer was a mat- 
ter entirely up to the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue. 

A letter, Mr. Rickard said, had 
been written Secretary Glass. at the 
Secretary's request, outlining the 
Food Administration's policy regard- 
ing foodstuffs used in manufactury 
of malt beverages.

HUNS FEAR. HUNGER.

a computation upon the basis of a 
population of 456,000,000, excluding 
the self-providers on the farms, as 
the Food Ministry contemplates do- 
ing. This means that the allotment 
would be a half pound of flour and 
a tenth of a pound of fats per day 
to supplement the waning German 
food stocks. 

NO FOOD FOR LOAFERS. 

In commenting on the arrange- 
ment, Vorwaerts predicts that the 
independent Socialists and the Spar- 
tacans will make capital of the fact 
that there is a proviso in the agree- 
ment that no food shall be allotted 
to those who are unemployed 
sthrough their own fault. The news- 
paper says the workmen will be told 
that the government induced the En- 
tente to insert this proviso to pre- 
vent them from using the strike as @ 
political weapon. : 

The newspaper declares that in 
reality the proviso was contained in 
the draft agreement submitted by 
the inter-Allied delegates to the 
Brussels conference. The delegates 
undoubtedly insisted on it, Vorwaerts 
thinks, in order to make Germany 
finance as large a proportion of the 
supplies as possible by means of ex- 
ports, so that Germany's gold _ re- 
sources might be reserved for In* 
demnity payments. The newspaper 
characterizes the agreement as “any- 
thing but a success.” 

The provieo in the agreement re- 
moving the restrictions upon fishing 
in the Baltic will be only second in 
value for Germany to the provision 
for the importation of grain and 
fate, particularly if the unofficial re- 
ports from Holland are confirmed, 
that the agreement also covers per- 
mission to fish in the North Sea and 
to import fish from Norway.

DIOXIDE IN SAUSAGE 
POISONS CHICAGOANS. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 

CHICAGO, March 17.—Chicago- 
ans are being poisoned by sulphur 
dioxide placed in sausages, frank- 
furters and hamburger stoak, at an 
alarming rate, according to Health 
Commissioner John D. Robertson, 
who today called twenty-five butch- 
ers from various sections of the city 
into conference. 

During the war, it is said. the 
butchers as a measure of conser- 
vation, were allowed to put 350 
miligrams of sulphur dioxide into a 
kilogram (about two and _ two- 
tenths pounds) of meat to  pre- 
serve the rich red color of fresh 
meat. Investigators for the health 
department the health commission- 
er says, have‘ discovered that now 
butchers are in many instances 
using as high as 1700 miligrams of 
the chemical to a kilogram of 
meat. 

“One butcher, who serves a very 
wealthy and exclusive part of the 
city’s population, said there is not 
a butcher in town who does not use 
this chemical preservative for the 
color,” egaid the health commissioner. 

“More than that he told me not 
one-half of the hamburger that is 
sold in the butcher shops of the city 
is fit for a dog to eat. He said that 
only the refuse meat is used in mak- 
ing it up and that consequently the 
chemical must be used to kecp up 
the color.”’

WASHINGTON, March 17.—With 
the return of the Rainbow Division 
and some other units of the Army 
of Occupation, army men and oth- 
ers are expecting to secure the con- 
firmation of reports that the Ameri- 
can troops have been  fraternizing 
with the Germans in the occupied 
territory. In fact, authorities here 
regard this tendency on the part of 
the United States fighters to make 
friends with the German population 
along the Rhine as one of the great- 
est problems since actual fighting 
ceased. While it ts admittedly a 
part of the Hun propaganda to make 
the Americans like the country folk 
of the Rhenish provinces, it seems 
to be the most successful of all the 
various psychological efforts of the 
crafty Hun. 

Whether it is part of the Hun plan 
or not, one result of this ingratiat- 
ing effort of’ the Rhineland folk haa 
been to bring stories to the United 
States that the private soldier com- 
pares much to the 
Germans his treatment in France 
and his comparative welcome in 
Germany. It may be all German 
intrigue, but the authorities are 
daily in receipt of reports from 
American soldiers now or recently 
in the Army of Occupation that they 
much prefer the hearty, generous 
and warm welcome they are getting 
along the Rhine from the enemy 
people than the reception they re- 
ecived in La Belle France, where 
they had to pay dearly for all sup- 
plies and for everything they wanted 
outside the army rations and billets. 

Apparently the private soldier has 
made no allowance for the fact that 
Germany has no trace of damage to 
her fields or homes or towns and 
that France has been pillaged and 
looted and despoiled. Apparently 
they are registering only their own 
impressions and the Rainbow Dt- 
vision, which is soon to return, wil!

Assembly Sends Allen Bill 
Back to Committee.

Drys Get Growers’ Compensa- 
tion Measure Tabled. 


Governor's Message on E ffi- 
ciency Expected Today. 


(RY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, March 17.— As- 
sembly anti-prohibition forces today 
won a victory on the floor of the 
House and tonight lost one in com- 
mittee. The Assembly referred, by 
a margin of one vote, Allen’s liquor 
abatement bill to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, where prohibition proponents 
said it would be “chloroformed,” and 
the Agriculture Committee tonight 
tabled Bruck’s bill calling for an in- 
vestigation to determine what com- 
pensation should be given wine-grape 
growers for loss occasioned by pro- 
hibition. 

The committee vote was 6 to 4. 
Assemblyman Bruck produced an 
excerpt from a speech by Gov. Ste- 
phens, which, he said, placed the 
Governor clearly on record in favor 
of compensating the wine-grape 
growers. Assemblyman Petit said 
wine producers would make more 
money from grape juice and syrup 
than they did from wine. Assem- 
blyman Lewis, chairman of the com- 
mittee, was absent. 

Bruck said tonight he would offer 
& resolution in the Assembly tomor- 
row requesting the bill be brought 
from committee for consideration on 
the floor of the Assembly. 

The fight on Allen's bill came 
after Merriam’s bone-dry measure 
and Cummings’s gambling abate- 
ment bill had been withdrawn and 
sent back to the Public Morals Com- 
mittee, “for the purpose,” Allon ex- 
plained, “of clearing the way for two 
bills designed to enforce the provi- 
sions of the national . prohibition 
amendment.” Allen said his meas- 
ure Was one of these, and the Harris 
Enforcement Act, which last week 
passed the Senate, was the other. 

STRANGULATION FEARED. 

Assemblyman Morris, tn moving 
to refer the Allen bill to the Judi- 
clary Committee, said that, inasmuch 
as it proposed merely a method of 
procedure, it should be considered 
by the Law Committee of the As- 
sembly. Allen and Merriam, con- 
tending the move wodld shut off dis- 
cussion of the bill, safd if the motion 
carried it ‘would send the bill to its 
happy hunting ground.” 

Assemblymen Gebhart, Calahan 
and Bruck led a parliamentary fight 
for the opponents of the bill, starting 
a movement for a call of the House, 
which they quickly abandoned when 
it became apparent they had the 
contest won by a single vote. 

A burst of hand-clapping through- 
out the chamber greeted the an- 
nouncement of the final vote. 


Allen's bill would apply the pro-/| 


cedure of the Redlight Abatement 
Act to places where liquor is sold 
illegally. It is an amendment to a 
law already enacted, but which, it 
is said, requires the co-operation of 
sO many. county officials it is vir- 
tually impossible to enforce it. 
Today's skirmish was the second 
won by the anti-prohibition forces in 
the Assembly of this Legislature. 
The first came last week when they 
defeated a movement to allow sixth- 
class cities to raise tax rates, which, 
it was contended, would be neces- 
sary with the coming of prohibition.

told the members of his kitchen 
cabinet that their programme is not 
satisfactory and that he favors defi- 
nite action in reducing State ex- 


nse. 

It has been an afternoon and eve- 
ning of intense excitement among 
those on the inside. Early in the 
afternoon the word was sent out 
that the Governor would send in the 
report of his ill-starred committee 
tomorrow and recommend that it 
not be acted on at thig session, by 
reason of too short time for ample 
consideration. 

The programme was to put it all 
over until 1921 Legislature 
meets. Assemblyman Mathews, floor 
leader of the lower house, sent his 
scouts to sound members on how 
they would stand on such a pro- 
gramme. This gave warning to the 
Governor's friends from Southern 
California—all the <Assemblymen 
from the south are personally 


called upon the Governor with their 
protest. 

At midnight the word was out 
that the northern slate was broken, 
that the Governor had asserted 
clearly that he would not belie the 
report of his own commission. But 
it was a close call. 

Southern California members who 
have seen the report say that it does 
not make a great saving, but that 
the commission has made recom- 
mendations that would stop the 
financial aviators and would mean a 
turn toward consolidation of com- 
missions and possible economy. 

When the report gained circula- 
tion that the Governor would rec- 
ommend the shelving of the com- 
mission report, a number of the 
conservative members on the com- 
mission openly expressed disgust. 
They said that they recommended 
only a beginning because they knew 
they would have to fight the pay-roll 
brigade, but that they would not 
consent to have the report shelved 
without protest. 

Most of the Southern California 
members were openly mutinous and 
it was the result of their mutiny 
that broke the strangle-hold on the 
jovernor secured by the northern 
politicians. 

The report is expected to go to 
the Legislature tomorrow, accom- 
panied by a message from the Gov- 
ernor. But, unless there is a switch 
between now and noon tomorrow, 
the Governor will recommend it for 
action and not for interment. It is 
doubtful, however, whether the 
Governor himself has enough in- 
fluence with the Legislature to get 
any economy bills through the Sen- 
ate. 


HENDERSON DEFENDS 
‘PRESENT MILK PRICE. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SACRAMENTO, March 17.—It 
will be necessary to maintain the 
present price of milk after the price 
fixed by the Food Administration 
expires in May, J. M. Henderson, 
president of the Associated Dairy- 
men of California, told the legisia- 
tive Food Inquiry Committee at its 
hearing here today. 

“If this is not done dairymen 
will be compelled to go out of busi- 
ness and prices will go higher,” 
Henderson said. He said the dairy- 
men had not combined to raise 
Prices and stated that the associa- 
tion was not a factor in raising the 
prices at the present time.. 

“How can a reduction in prices be 
brought about?” Chairman Slater 
asked. 

“By the elimination of waste and 
by more efficient marketing of the 
product,” Henderson replied. This 
was the aim of the association, he 
said. 

“Without organization, the price 
would go higher,” Henderson added. 
“We believe there is a real vital 
necessity for our association, and 
the people will come to realize it.” 

Henderson said he would welcome 
action by the State to practically 
make milk a public utility in reply 
to a question by Slater. 

Henderson said at the present 
price of 30% cents a gallon received 
by the producer, the dairy busines» 
was not profitable. 

“The association has no desire to 
raise the price of milk,” Henderson / 
said. ‘“‘We want the law of supply 
and demand to govern, and we ob- 
ject to the speculator fixing the price 
on exchange.”

caused ig estimated at tifty million 
marks. No well tnformed persons 
here will believe for one moment 
that the anarchist spirit has been 
finally exterminated. On the con- 
trary, it is growing rapidly, with 
starvation and lack of proper en- 
joyment. 

In suppressing the last rising the 
government troops were compelled 
to use harsh measures by which 
occasionally lives and property of 
the totally innocent were destroyed. 
Outsiders of course see plainly the 
absolute necessity of these measures 
but those whose families and friends 
suffered belong nearly all to the la- 
boring, or what the English call the 
lower middle classes, who have al- 
ready drained the bitter cup of 
‘misery during war time. 

The anarchistic press its doing ev- 
erything to imcense the proletariat 
against the government by misrep- 
resentating its troops as essors 
and the Spartacists as poor helpless 
victims, who were first provoked and 
then slaughtered. Add to this the 
general moral and economic disin- 
tegration parading all walks of life 
and the helplessness of a govern- 
ment overburdened with gigantic 
tasks such as no government in his- 
tory ever encountered and you have 
desperate situation. 

The chief of the military forces, 
Noske, has proved himself , com- 
petent and a man of iron will who, 
even in opposition to some of his 
colleagues tn the government, néver 
hesitated to do what the hour de- 
manded. The sources from which 
the Spartacides draw army and 
munitions in such enormous quan- 
tities were the State arsenals and 
factories, the personnel of which is 
doubtless anarchistic to the core, 
though it may hide its political con- 
victions under a different namne wun- 
til the time h come when the 
Spartacans’ chances of victory are 
no longer dubious, 

Noske is very wisely playing one 
extreme against the other. All his 
army officers, beginning with Gener- 
al von Luttwitz; who was in, charge 
of the Berlin operations down to 
Ijeutenant Pilerwitz of Bremen 
fame, belong to the junker class al- 
most without an exception. The 
voluntary companies and battalions 
which they command are composed 
almost exclusively of young country 
boys uncontaminated by the disinte- 
grating influence of Berlin life. 

Both officers and men have thus 
far proved themaelves adequately 
reliable but todav openly boast, 
perhaps with pardonable pride, that 
they for the time have saved the 
government's life) There are in 
Germany about 300.000 army  of- 
ficers, line and reserve. They now 
talk of forming a great league 
among themselves. 


GERMANY IS LOSING 
HOPE OF ASSISTANCE. 


CONFIDENCE IN GOVERNMENT 
IS UNDERMINED AND DRIFT 
IS TOWARDS LEFT. 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRES) 

PARIS, March 17.—A _ dispatch 
from the American liegation at 
Copenhagen, dated March 11, and 
addressed to the American com- 
mission to negotiate peace, was re- 
ceived today. It tells of the Berlin 
situation in part as follows: 


“The American military attache’s 
agent, who departed from Berlin 
last Thursday, has reported that the 
strikes which took place recently 
were primarily due to lack of work 
and food, but also partly to discon- 
tent brought about by delay by the 
government in socialistic action. 

“The agent said reports of blood- 
shed in Berlin were exaggerated. 
Hope of aasistance from the Allies 
and United States is dwindling. The 
result is reaction. Confidence in 
the government is being under- 
anined rapidly and there is a tend- 
ency on the part of the people more 
and more to drift toward the left. 

“The military attache’s agent 
made the‘statement that a further 
revolution, which would result in 
the present government's down- 
fall, will result ‘uniess there ts bet- 
terment of food deficiencies and in- 
dustrial conditions within alk 
weeks. Only the immediate ship- 
ment of raw material and food to 
Germany, with assurance more will 
follow, will save the situation and 
prevent further revolution and dis- 
ater, the extent of which it' is im- 

ossible to foresee.”

Straw Ballot Shows South in 
Favor of Confederacy. 


Vote so Far Nearly Nine to 


One in Affirmative. 


Peace Programme. 


By a vote of nearly 9 to 1, 
Southern California, people yes- 
terday expressed themselves in 
favor of a League of Nations 
through the straw vote which is 
being conducted by The Times. 
The vote Sunday and yesterday 
was 360 for the league and 44 
against it, with 20 in favor of a 
league with modifications of the 
present plan. 

Judging by the many letters which 
are pouring in as the balloting pro- 
ceeds, nine-tenths of the population 
appears to favor some sort of a 
League of Nations without. delay. 
Not all of them favor the present 
plan, but most of them do. and all 
but a scattering few seem desirous 
of keeping the issue out of the hands 
of the Senate. : 

A feature of the balloting was the 
large number of votes cast in f.ivor 
of the league by Civil War veterans. 
More than a dozen votes came from 
the Soldiers’ Home, and several from 
Los Angeles were received. In each 
case the voter designated himeelf as 
a Civil War veteran. 

Ev Paredes, a Mexican, who iz at 
the Angelus Hotel, voted in favor 
of the League of Nations, and added: 
“T am a friend, admirer and long- 
time resident of your great country, 
and a‘lover of justice.” 

Another voter. who is to be ad- 
‘mired for his frankness, expressed 
himself as being In favor of a League 
of Nations, and added: “I not oniy 
favor the league myself, but I have 
yet to find one person who does not 
favor it.” 

“It will not prevent war,” wrote 
one citizen who voted against it. 
Another said: “I am for a League 
of Nations when constitutionally 
made by and with the consent of 
the Senate of the United States, 
with no riders attached, 
at a time, and a declaration of peace 
first."’

Mrs. Crawley was a beloved mem-

|FAMOUS HOTEL 
MAN IS DEAD 


Theodore Wiesendanger is 
Taken After Operation. 


Once Wealthy Owner of Two 
Score Apartments Here. 


Picturesque Life Embittered 
by Many Law Battles. 


Theodore Wiesendanger, at one 
time a millionaire and 
many tracts of land and forty-two 
apartment-hotels in Los Angeles, 
died yesterday in the Angelus Hos- 
pital, with only one friend present 
to say a last farewell. Practically 
alone he succumbed to an opera- 
tion after a life, the last few years 
of which were embittered by the 
strenuous 
courts here to protect the remnants 
of what was once a considerable 
fortune. 

Mr. Wiesendanger came to Los 
Angeles in the early 80’s from Lon- 
don, where he was connected with 
a military academy. He was for 4 
time a professor at the University 


of Southefn California, but changed 
his attention to land. He subdi- 


| vided many Los Angeles tracts and 


built many apartment and rooming- 
houses. 

Then he organized the Conserva- 
tive Investment Company. which 
had a stormy eristence. During 
the litigation which centered about 
this company .he stated that he 
owned real estate valued at $319.- 
000 and $5,465,000 worth of the 
company’s stock, which he valued 
at $1,093,060. After long legal bat- 
tles and stockholders’ rows he sol¢ 
out his interests for approximately 
traveled in Europe.

We knew he would. Whenever he 
takes his pen in hand—or his type- 
writer in hands—to turn out a play 
for stage or screen, he accomplishes 
his object with much satisfaction to 
himself and considerable to us.

Say His Papers Betray Him as 
Twice Bigamist.

Three wives, according to the po- 
lice, were the real spur which urged 


young Lenhardt to leave the prison 
for parts unknown. One wife, the 


police say, is in Oakland. No. 2 re- 


sides in San Franci«co and No. 3 in 
Salt Lake. Lenhardt was about to 
make his way to the Mexican border, 
the officers think. 

From the military authorities at 
March Field, where Lenhardt was 
taken by the officers, it was learned 
that, on account of his short sen- 
tence, Lenhardt was allowed all the 
liberty possible at the government 
prison. When he made his escape 
he had been sent to San Francisco 
to carry a message. He never re- 
turned. 

Upon his arrest here the police 
discovered the alleged facts regard- 
ing the three wives by a careful 
search of Lenhardt'’s papers. Let- 
ters were found from all three of 
the women. The wife in Sait Lake, 
according to her letter, has a child 
about a year old. The wife in Oak- 
land ig soon to become a mother, 
According to her letter, while the 
wife in San Francisco writes for 
money to be sent “quick.” 


HINT GERMANS ARE

UNIQUE ANSWER IS FILED TO 
SUIT IN WHICH WOMAN’S 
NAME IS BESMIRCHED. 


A unique answer was filed yester- 
day by Amelia Sheppard Grief and 
her husband, Albert D. Grief, to the 
suit of Mrs. Morritt L. Zika and 
Charles W. Myers to quiet title.

RACING TRAGEDY 


May Fix Blame for Death of 
Driver Melcher. 


Brother Déclares He had no. 
Pilot’s License. 


Says He was Refused Chance 
to Try the Track. _ 


The outcome of a meeting in 
Coroner Hartwell’s office this fore- 
noon at 11 o'clock will determine 
whether or not charges of crim- 


inal negligence will be filed in con- 
nection with the death of Walter 
Melcher of San Francisco, who met 
death while driving a Hudson Spe- 
cial in the Santa Monica road: race 
here Saturday. 

The exact status of the case may 
be determined by what sort of a 
license Melcher held. His brother, 
Alfred, an automobile mechanic re- 
siding at 1110 South Olive street, 
gays the accident victim did not 
hold a pilot’s license in the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association and was 
therefore unqualified to drive the 
racing car. It is further stated by 
Alfred Melcher that 
was denied permission to drive once 
around the course before the race 
in order to famillarize himself with 
the road. 

After making a short investica- 
tion Coroner . Hartwell told the 
Finch Undertaking Parlors at Saw- 
telle to hold the body of Melcher 
until further orders. The Coroner 
said he wanted to look into the 
allegation that Melcher was per- 
mitted to drive over a course with 
which he was unfamiliar and that 
he was substituted for another 
driver at the last minute. If pos- 
sible, responsibility for the accl- 
dent would be fixed, said the Coro- 

Mr. Melcher came down from 
San Francisco to act as mechanician 
for Krueger, who was ruled out 
once and then permitted to drive. 
When Christianson was ruled off the 
course because he had never driven 
@ race, Melcher wes quickly sub- 
stituted as pilot of his car. The 
brother of the dead man says that 
at noon on the day of the race offi- 
clals denied the substitute driver 
permission to drive over the course 
slowly in order to find the road, and 
that the accident was in all prob- 
ability due to this fact. He de- 
clares that it was a case of crim- 
inal negligence. The fact that a 
pilot’s license cannot be found 


adds te the complications. It is de- 
clared by Herbert L. Iasigi, attor- 
ney for the dead man’s family, that 
if Melcher was permitted to enter 
the race as a pilot without a pilot's 

license there Was apparently neg- 
ligence on the part of someone. At 
the hearing .in the Coroner's office 
today will be Amos Melcher of San 
Francisco, father of the dead racer, 
and Alfred Melcher, the brother, 
together with Attorney lIasigi. The 
widow is not coming here from San 
Francisco, it is said.
